H E W AS A MAN OF COURAGE. 


The /hath of Klihu Foot Recalls Half a Century of 
Distinguished Public Service. 


The death of El lh a Root at tho age cf 92 removes one 
of the few remaining links between the nineteenth and 
twentieth centuries iii the public life of this country. 
For 
more than half a century he was a leading figure in the 
public service, av a Cabinet officer under two Presidents, 
United States Senator, diplomat and international jurist. 
His chief power v.as in las intellect and his dauntless 
courage. 
During his long career he faced many storms, 
but in each instance he met the tempest head-on and refus­ 
ed to compromise. 
He served under Theodore Roosevelt as 
Secretary of State, but in 1912 the redoubtable Teddy and 
his Bull Moosers had no more implacable foe than Elihu 
Root. 
Following tin- World War he remained steadfast in his 
devotion t < the League of Nations, which he had advocated 
for a generation, although the leadership of his party op­ 
posed President Wilson and finally junked his peace plans. 
In that struggle Elihu Root’s voice was raised in support of 
a Democratic President he thought was right. 
Such independence and courage as Elihu Root possessed 
are rare, but his career proved the superficiality of the no­ 
tion that < no must keep his ear to the ground or shift his 
course to suit the varying winds of popular clamor in order 
to achii vc success, even in politics.
